meeting 

tonight

A requested update on De¬ 
troit Metro Airport’s progress 
on the massive terminal pro¬ 
ject, concessions to be offered 
there and Romulus area road¬ 
ways adjoining the airport will 
be aired tonight at the Ro¬ 
mulus City Council Chambers. 

Wayne County Commis¬ 
sioner John Sullivan (D- 
Wayne), who is hosting the ses¬ 
sion, revealed the public meet¬ 
ing will begin at 7 p.m. and all 
area residents are invited to 
attend and ask questions after 
the information is presented 
by airport speakers. 

The meeting will be taped 
tonight for later showings on 
the Romulus Cable TV chan¬ 
nel. 

The speakers will include: 
new Airport Director Lester 
Robinson, airport spokesman 
Michael Conway and the air¬ 
port’s external relations coor¬ 
dinator Brian Lassaling. 

In addition an 11 minute air¬ 
port video will be shown that 
night in the chambers. 

Sullivan released a press 
release concerning the meet¬ 
ing last week, following heavy 
attacks by two Republican 
commissioner candidates dur¬ 
ing the primary campaign, who 
claimed that members of the 
public often stated they didn’t 
know who their local commis¬ 
sioner was. 

Sullivan has countered by 
saying he has attended hun¬ 
dreds of meetings in the past 
two years and thought that to¬ 
night’s meeting would be of 
tremendous benefit to private 
citizens. 

The first term commissioner 
will seek re-election when he 
faces Rob Bovitz (R-Canton) in 
November. 

An agenda calling for Rob¬ 
inson to make a “power point” 
presentation including the fol¬ 
lowing topics: airport improve¬ 
ments over the past two years, 
benefits of the planned new 
runway, the new access road 
from I- 275, the new $1.2 billion 
midfield terminal, new conces¬ 
sions program, international 
growth, customer services pro¬ 
gram and the Crosswinds 
Marsh.

Citizens, councilmen clash

A charge by private citizen 
Charles Miller that city 
leaders are opposed to hous¬ 
ing growth in Romulus Mon¬ 
day night, brought strong 
counter-claims from several 
councilmen. 

Miller charged the council’s 
rejection of a plan to create a 
new hotel in the city last week, 
because it was adjacent to a 
railroad showed to him the 
council also is not in favor of 
housing growth. 

He claimed that the addi¬ 
tion of the hotel would have 
been much more beneficial 


than any M-2 project in the fu¬ 
ture. Both he and another 
speaker Peter Champagne 
stated they had visited hotels 
in other cities around the U.S. 
that were located next to rail¬ 
road tracks. 

Both Councilmen William 
Crova and Michael Prybyla 
challenged Miller’s comments 
on the housing elements. 

Crova said that the council 
had approved over 1,000 


housing units over the past 
four years and the votes on the 
plans were usually unani¬ 
mous. 

That alone should prove 
that we are interested in new 
houising programs, he said. 

Prybyla said many housing 
proposals have been endorsed 
by the city council, including a 
recent subdivision of over 350 
homes and a private golf 
course. 


An error appeared in the Ro¬ 
mulus Roman and in the first 
set of the City Council Minutes 
concerning the council meet¬ 
ing on Aug. 7. 

Both listed wrong votes by 
Councilmen William Crova 
and William Wadsworth on a 
zoning issue. 

Both publications had 
stated Crova had voted to op¬ 
pose the hotel plan, and Wad¬ 
sworth in favor of it, but in 
actuality the reverse was true. 

The city’s Planning Commis¬ 
sion earlier also had recom¬ 
mended denial of the zoning 
request that could have led to 
a new hotel.

The Romulus School Dis¬ 
trict’s five year old parental 
compact has been revised to 
make it more “user friendly,” 
Phyllis Adkins, one of the com¬ 
pact’s creators revealed last 
week. 

Adkins said that effort now 
allows parents to sign one 
form for all the children in her 
family, rather than one for 
each in the district. 

One of the prime concerns 
in recent years, Adkins said 
was that there was a site for 
the student to sign, for the par¬ 
ent to sign, but no one lfrom 
the school district signed the 
agreement. 


“We have addressed that is¬ 
sue with the new compact sys¬ 
tem,” she added. 

The compact that has 
greatly increased volunteer- 
ism in the district showed 4,000 
hours of volunteerism last year 
donated by 700 parents, Ad¬ 
kins said. 

The growth in volunteerism 
has resulted in Romulus 
schools getting acclaim from 
various state and national edu¬ 
cational circles. 

Seeking to build on their 
early successes, Adkins said, 
the district is now working to 
expand the compact to include 
the clergy, police department, 
city government and the busi¬ 
ness community in the pact’s 
total focus.

Downtown Belleville’s 
Dude’s Billiards will have to 
wait a little longer to do a 
dance.

Last week, the 
Belleville City Council tabled 
the decision to pass the resolu¬ 
tion granting Dude’s the per¬ 
mit pending clarification on 
dance permits and entertain¬ 
ment permits. 

The resolution was again ta¬ 
bled Monday night after city 
residents and council mem¬ 
bers expressed concerns over 
safety and ADA (Americans 
With Disabilities Act) issues. 

Council member Kay Atkins 
said asked last week about 
whether the building had a 
firewall between Dude’s and 
the next door business. 

Monday, Atkins inquired 
about ADA accessibility. “In 
my mind, I don’t feel good 
about the answers I got,” At¬ 
kins said. “We need a lot more 
information on those two is¬ 
sues: safety and ADA.” 

She added that two years 
ago, Woods had applied for a 
resort liquor license which 
would allow him to sell beer 
and wine, and also would re¬ 
quire a percentage of his sales 
to come from food sales. He 
was granted the resort license, 
then withdrew his application 
when the opportunity to ac¬ 
quire a Class C license came 
up. 

The Class C license allows 
him to sell hard liquor as well 
as wine and beer, and places 
no restrictions on the food to 
liquor ratio. 

Belleville resident and 
business owner Chesley Odom 
stated that he’s concerned 
about the amount of 17-year- 
olds that frequent the busi¬ 
ness. Additionally, he said he 
thought, because he designed 
Mr. B’s in Royal Oak, that 
Dude’s bathrooms are insuffi-

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Time to investigate CWCSA 
incinerator prices, service 


It’s time for local communities to take 
a long hard look at what Js going on at the 
Central Wayne County Sanitation Author¬ 
ity (CWCSA) incinerator operations. It 
appears that the communities involved 
in the consortium that oversees, and pre¬ 
sumably benefits from the incinerator- 
Westland, Wayne, Inkster, Garden City 
and Dearborn Heights, are getting the 
short end of the stick 

Let’s take you back Just a few years 
ago the incinerator was sold to private 
out-of-state investors who claimed they 
would put millions of dollars into remod¬ 
eling and making the out-of-date inciner¬ 
ator, state-of-the-art. The five cities 
agreed to pour more money into the in¬ 
cinerator (through millage) and sign long 
term contracts to dispose of the waste 
created by residents in the five cities. 

Past forward to the current status. Res¬ 
idents of the five cities are paying far 
more than neighboring communities that 
take their garbage to landfills. For in¬ 
stance a normal tipping fee is in the $11 
range. Residents in the five communities 
pay $56 to $59. The argument made by in¬ 
cinerator proponents has been that is 
now, but down the road when the land¬ 
fills fill-up the incinerator will be cheap¬ 
er 

Even if you buy that argument, the $50 
plus tipping fee becomes even more un¬ 
palatable when out-of-state and out-of-re¬ 
gion customers are paying much less at 
the incinerator. The incinerator cannot 
generate enough trash from the five 
cities to meet it’s budget so it must solicit 
customers from afar, and the only way to 
entice those customers to come and 
dump here, is to give them a better price 
than the landfills. 

But wait, there’s another argument 
that can be made against the incinera¬ 
tor’s high tipping fees. All one has to do is 
look to the west Canton Township, like 
the five cities is what people in the busi¬ 
ness, call a host municipality because 
others dump trash in Canton. In ex¬ 
change for this inconvenience, (the 
stench can sometimes be overwhelming) 
Canton residents pay no tipping fee and 
in fact many township ^fidget items re¬ 
ceive funds from Canton landfills to help 
pay for their expenses. Now that’s a deal. 

But this is only the tip of the iceberg. 
Inkster Mayor Hilliard Hampton has ac¬ 



cused the 
incinerator 
of creating 
long lines 
for local 
trash- 

haulers. “In 
order to 

keep the incinerator running they’re 
bringing in trash from everywhere and 
local dump trucks have to wait,” claimed 
Hampton. That wait, he said, means that 
curbside service at residential homes is 
sometimes backed up. 

In Westland, former mayor, Tom 
Brown has asked for a comprehensive 
report on how the incinerator is perform¬ 
ing for that city’s residents. Others in that 
city are questioning the return of a 
promised $1,000,000.00 to member cities 
from the operating authority. Where is it, 
they ask? 

And a court battle is brewing over who 
should receive the property and personal 
tax dollars that the behemoth structure 
must pay. Since the incinerator is located 
on Dearborn Heights property, that city is 
claiming ownership to all the tax dollars. 
However, their partners in the consor¬ 
tium claim the tax dollars should be split 
amongst all five members. 

Finally, the incinerator has decided to 
drill it’s own wells to supply water. Previ¬ 
ously it had purchased water from Dear¬ 
born Heights, but now thinks it can save 
considerable dollars by drilling their own 
wells. That may create another problem 
for nearby residents. 

James Colleran, former Inkster coun- 
cilperson and longtime member of the 
Authority, notes, “If they do that (drill 
their own wells), they may dry out 
all of the private wells in that area.” 

So let me see. Residents not only are 
subject to higher trash costs and poor 
service, but now must fear their well wa¬ 
ter supply may dry up. All this because 
our city fathers feel an incinerator in our 
area has redeeming value. With or with¬ 
out our local elected officials (who ap¬ 
pear unusually quiet on this issue), it is 
time to put the screws to those who are 
doing the screwing. Let’s get behind Tom 
Brown and Mayor Hampton, and find out 
what is really going on behind the incin¬ 
erator fences.

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Tearing down the web of deceit 


Nobody can accuse Michael 
Duggan of having cold feet An in- 
your-face politician, Wayne Coun¬ 
ty’s prosecutor-elect was in chief 
prosecutor George Ward’s puss 
immediately after Duggan defeat¬ 
ed Ward and three other candi¬ 
dates in the Aug. 8 Democratic 
prosecutor’s primary. 

A few hours after declaring vic¬ 
tory, Duggan said that he plans to 
hand Ward his walking papers, 
papers. 

Ward’s sin? The prosecutor’s 
office investigated allegations that 
the county executive’s office had 
improperly awarded an airport 
parking-lot service contract to AP- 
COA/Standard Parking Inc. Since 
Deputy County Executive Duggan 
calls the shots, the investigation 
involved Duggan and other mem¬ 
bers of absentee County Executive 
Edward McNamara’s political 
machine. 

While Duggan’s treatment of 
Ward has sparked criticism of the 
county’s spoils system, I must give 
the devil his due. 

Duggan’s firing of Ward, while 
disastrous for the community 
(combining ability, integrity, and 
sound policy, Ward was an out¬ 
standing public servant), was a 
deft legal and political move. 

At one stroke, he deprived the 
machine’s accusers of a brilliant 
legal mind while preventing a 
backlash like the one provoked by 
Westland Councilmen David Cox 
and Trav Griffin. 

Like chief prosecutor, the West- 
land city clerk position is a politi¬ 
cal appointment 



Unlike the two Westland coun¬ 
cilmen, Duggan does not deny re¬ 
moving a political appointee for 
political reasons. 

In contrast when Cox and Grif¬ 
fin removed former Westland 
Clerk Pat Gibbons from her job, 
they said that she wasn’t good 
enough for the job. 

Mostly because many Westland 
residents were wowed by Gib¬ 
bons’s job performance and partly 
because some residents don’t real¬ 
ize that Westland’s strong mayor 
form of government is another 
name for the spoils system, Gib¬ 
bon’s dismissal led to a recall dri¬ 
ve. 

Not only would the recall never 
have happened had Cox and Griffin 
leveled with the public and admit¬ 
ted that they fired her because 
during a city council primary cam¬ 
paign she criticized the pair for 
circulating a letter on clerk’s sta¬ 
tionary containing a political liter¬ 
ature disclaimer without her per¬ 
mission, but Cox never would 
have formed a political commit¬ 
tee under his daughter-in-law’s 
name to circulate anti-Gibbons 


fliers during last week’s Democra¬ 
tic primary. 

(Cox, who put the political liter¬ 
ature disclaimer on the letter, now 
denies that the letter was politi¬ 
cal.) 

How Cox and Griffin snared 
themselves was described by Sir 
Walter Scott’s famous line: “O, 
what a tangled web we 
weave/When first we practice to 
deceive!” 

Nobody can accuse Duggan of 
deceiving the public. He often 
acts boldly, never shying away 
from controversy, having meddled 
in the Detroit public schools and 
arranged corporate welfare for 
the Ford family, creating critics 
ranging from former Detroit 
school board member Kwami 
Kenyatta to state Rep. Bruce Pat¬ 
terson. 

But no matter what the contro¬ 
versy, Duggan stands by his ac¬ 
tions, defending them on their 
merits. 

With confrontations at West¬ 
land’s city council meetings getting 

uglier, perhaps it is time for Cox 
and Griffin to level with the public 

about why they really replaced 
Gibbons. Westland’s voters are 
mature enough to accept the truth 
of the city’s spoils system under its 
strong mayor form of government 

An admission of the truth 
would be the first step in tearing 
down the web of deceit 


Anybody know who spends local taxes? 


There is an old adage that says, 
“Out of sight, out of mind.” This 
certainly applies to city property 
taxes in many municipalities in 
Michigan. 

In the typical tri-county com¬ 
munity in Southeast Michigan, 
one-third or more of city property 
taxes collected are not included in 
the city’s “operating” budget They 
are spent by appointed boards 
such as Tax Increment Finance 
Authorities (TIFA’s) and Down¬ 
town Development Authorities 
(DDA’s). 

State law allows these special¬ 



ized city agencies to siphon off'any 
increase in property tax revenue 
in districts after the geographic 
boundaries are set. While their 
annual budgets must be approved 
by city councils, little attention is 
paid by the public (and many 
council members) as to how the 


money is being spent 

In the recent primary election, 
several communities had millage 
issues on the ballot to raise money 
for police and/or fire protection. 
Most of them passed. The ques¬ 
tion this writer would ask is, 
“What will those cities spend the 
money on that had been coming 
from the general fund for those 
functions?” 

Taxpayers should have learned 
from the Lottery and Proposal A 
scams that when new sources of 
revenue are granted government, 
it frees up money for other (un¬ 


specified) spending 

This is not to say that the TIFA’s 
and DDA’s are not spending mon¬ 
ey on worthwhile projects. But are 
they contributing their fair share 
to the most important functions of 
local government, fire and police 
protection? 

To make government priorities 
more visible to the public, TIFA’s 
and DDA’s should be abolished 
and elected city councils should 
be held directly accountable for 
the spending of all city taxes col¬ 
lected from their residents. 
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Take time to appreciate a trucker

They’re often seen as big and 
dangerous. But in reality, trucks 
and the men and women that dri¬ 
ve them are not so big and dan¬ 
gerous. In fact the truck drivers we 
often fail to appreciate significant¬ 
ly help maintain the high stan¬ 
dard of living that we enjoy in 
Michigaa 

We can easily take for granted 
that the gasoline station will have 
gas, that the Burger King will have 
fries and that the grocery store 
will have fresh milk But in reality, 
these things would not be possible 
if it wasn’t for the hard work and 

dedication of Michigan truck dri¬ 
vers. During National Truck Dri¬ 
ver Appreciation Week (August 12- 
19), we should thank the men and 
women who make these things 
possible. 

In addition to appreciating 
truckers for our daily standard of 
living, let’s also consider the posi¬ 


tive impact truckers have on 
Michigan’s vibrant economy The 
Michigan trucking industry em¬ 
ploys approximately one out of 
every 11 workers in the state, and 
each day in Michigan, trucks 
transport more than 1.3 million 
tons of freight In 2000, it is esti¬ 
mated that trucks will import and 
export 357 million tons of freight 
in and out of the state. Additional¬ 
ly, more than 75 percent of Michi¬ 
gan’s communities are served ex¬ 
clusively by trucks for the delivery 
of their manufactured goods. 

But to truly appreciate the val¬ 
ue of truckers, we must consider 
the tremendous strides made by 
the trucking industry to make 
Michigan roads and highways 
safer Over the past 10 years, fatal 
crashes involving large trucks in 
Michigan have decreased by 35 
percent while vehicle miles dri¬ 
ven have increased by 44 percent 
Mile per mile, truck drivel's have 


an accident rate less than half of 
car drivers. And while they seem 
to grab the news headlines, the re¬ 
ality is that only 12 percent of fatal 
crashes nationally involve a big 
rig-and that number drops to a 
mere 7.1 percent in Michigan. 

State and national statistics al¬ 
so reveal that nearly 80 percent of 
fatal truck-car related crashes are 
caused by the driver of the car 
Given this fact, to further improve 
safety between cal's and big rigs 
on our roads, motorists should fol¬ 
low these two simple rules which 
can help prevent many collisions 
from occurring: 

• Big rigs have large blind 
spots: Drivers are asked to avoid 
staying in a trucker’s blind spot 
for long periods of time because 
the truck driver will not be able to 
see the car. Blind spots generally 
are directly in front and in back of 
the truck, along the trailer and cab 
of the passenger side and on the 


driver’s side over the driver’s left- 
hand shoulder Remember, if you 
can’t see the truck driver’s face in 
the truck’s mirrors, the driver 
probably can’t see you. 

• Trucks make wide turns: 
Trucks generally swing out a bit 
because they need more space to 
avoid a curb, utility poles or on¬ 
coming traffic. Cars are encour¬ 
aged to hang back and let the 
truck complete the turn so they 
don’t get squeezed. 

Thanks to all of us learning to 
Share the Road, we have made 
great strides in safety the past sev¬ 
eral years and we should be 
proud of these advancements. I 
encourage all of you next time 
you’re on the highway to be cour¬ 
teous to the truck drivers next to 
you. They deserve it
